Hlernent of the town to 1846, 
says that Bradford came from 
Meduncook, now Friendship, 
in Maine, His wife was for- 
merly Abigail Starling. She 
came from Friendship on 
horseback with her sister, 
Dorothy, afterwards Mrs. 
Craig, They had one of Mrs. 
Bradford's children to trans- 

ort so they could only ride 
by turns, the one riding taking 
charge of the child. The road 
was then only a spotted line 
which had been bushed out. 

Bradford's Parents Killed 

It was during the French 
and Indian war of 1755 that the 
parents of Mr. Bradford were 
murdered by Indians. With 
some other enterprising 
ploneers the Bradfords had 
located in what was then the 
new and thinly settled portion 
of Maine known as Meduncook 
and already their work had 
been suceessful in the new 
village. 


The War Cry 

But again the war cry 
echoed in the forests as the 
flame ana smoke erupted 
between ships on the sea and 
about the fortresses of the 
colonies and Canada, and the 
din of war broke in upon the 
peaceful toils of these settlers, 
For it was more frequently the 
coastal areas, more ac- 
cessible by water or by trails 
in the lower part of the state,

In those rugged days, set- 
tlements likely to be hit by 
Indian raids often had a 
garrison to which settlers 
could fee from their fields and 
wood cutting in case of attack. 
$o a garrison was quickly 
erected here at Meduncook 
and various of the families in 
a ghae settlement removed 
fo if, 

Took A Chance 

Mr, Bradford, Joseph's 
father, resided but a short 
distance from the fort, and 
directly in view from it, and 
felt that it was not necessary 
for him to move his household 
inside the garrison, supposing 
that if there should be an 
alarm, they could easily reach 
its protective shelter. 

This was a fatal mistake, 
One morning Mr. Bradford 
was at his home at work 
pounding corn, a simple 
process for oblaining meal, As 
he worked a party of Indians 
advanced upon the little 
settiement, and was seen from 
the garrison to be approaching 
Bradford's house, 

Alarm Gun Not Heard 

Quickly an alarm gun was 
fired, but because of the noise 
of the mortar as he pounded ,, 
his corn, neither Bradford nor 
the other inmates ef his house 
heard the shot, and the 
savages were not perceived 
until they entered the 


dwelling. 
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The Massacre 
The Indians at once 
dispatched both Mr. and Mrs. 


Bradford. Their daughter, a 
girl of 12 or 14 years of age, 
had sought momentary 
concealment under a bed, but 
now sprung from beneath the 
bed and caught the infant as it 
fell unharmed from the 
mother's arms, and fled 
through the open door for the 
garrison, . 

The source of this incident 
does not reveal whether the 
infant may have been Joseph 
Bradford, or whether this 
might have been a younger 
brother, 

_ Save Infant 

At all events, clutching the 
child to her, the daughter ran 
with all her speed for the 
garrison, so rapidly in fact 
that the Indians, fleet as they 
have been reputed to be, were 
unable to overtake her. 

Determined not to allow 
their quarry to escape, one of 
the Indians pursuing the 
fleeing girl hurled his 
tomahawk, and the weapon 
struck the girl, inflicting a 
deep wound in her side, 

But the girl was of heroic 
mold. She clapsed the infant

dohn Frank Stevens 
{1863-1943) 

For many people, his name 
rings no. bell. Which is a
